SOLD HIGHER THAN 
THOSE OF SASK. 


Toronto Comment on Tenders Op- 
ened on Friday Favorable 
to This Province 


That the sale of Alberta bonds, re- 
ported in The Bulletin on Friday, re- 
flects much credit on the financial po- 
sition of the province is evident from 
the comment wired from Toronto, 
where the bond tenders were opened 
in the presence of the provincial trea- 
surer, Hon. C. R. Mitchell. 


A wire from Toronto received by 
The Bulletin on Saturday, says: 
“The successful tenderer for the 


$825,000 issue of the province of Al- 
berta six per cent. ten-year gold 
bonds, which were negotiated through 
the Imperial Bank, was a syndicate 
composed of the Canada Bond Cor- 
poration and C, M, Burgess and Com- 


pany. The price was 95,83, which will | 
cost the provincial government 6.59 
per cent. 


“Financial men consider the price 
a good one. Although it is 1.13 points 
better than the 94.70 obtained by the 
province of Saskatchewan for the is- 
sue of $1,500,000 six per cent. bonds 
which it sold on Thursday, it must be 
remembered that the latter has a 
twenty-year maturity.

The penalties for fatlure to register 
are: 

(a) Fine up to $100 and imprison- 
ment up to one month, with a further 
fine of $10 a day for every day the 
person remains unregistered. 


(b) If a person fails to register with 
in thirty days after the time when he 
should have registered he is distran- 
chised for the next Dominion election, 

(c) So long as a person is unregis 
tered he is not entitled to receive any 
payment for work done or gervice ren- 
dered. 

(d) An unregistered person is not 
entitled to the work or service of any 
other person, but must pay for any 
work or service rendered him, 

(e) An unregistered person is not 
entitled to travel by train or steam- 
boat. 

f) An unregistered person is not 
entitled to board or lodging at any 
hotel, lodging house or eating house, 

(g) Any person who employs or 
pays an unregistered person is liable 
to the same penalties as the unregis- 
tered person 

After the day of registration any 
male person may be required by any 
officer, police officer or con- 
stable to answer any question as to 
his registration, subject to imntediate 
court and trial by a justice of the 
peace, Any military officer or military 
police inay compel answers as above.

CITY CAN PROBE 
INTO THE PRICES 
OF RESTAURANTS 


Canada Food Board Rules That 
Any Municipality Has Power 
to Investigate 


Profiteering restaurant keepers who 
charge the public too much for meals 


are liable to find themselves in seri- 
ous trouble. Acoording.to advice :e- 
ceived by the city from the Canada 
Food board any municipality has 
power to investigate and to require a 
statement of profits from time to 
time. The letter intimates that there 
have been complaints that the reduc- 
tion in the quantity of food permit- 
ted to be served has not. brought 
about a corresponding decrease in 
prices. It eays:— 

Complaints are made from time to 
time of the high cost of meals at 
hotels, restaurants, etc., and it is con- 
tended, not without reason, for ale 
though the quantity that may be 
served of certain articles of food, such 
as meat, sugar and bread, etc., has 
been reduced and limited by orders 
of the Canada Wood board for the 
purpose of conserving them and cre- 
ating « surplus for overseas, there 
has been apparently no correspond- 
ing reduction in prices. 

The letter then goes on to state that 
the city councils of the Dominion 
have the right to investigate any 
|} complaints of abuses of food prices.

London, June 15—The arrest of two 
men at Batlygar, county Galway, Ire- 
land, on Friday led to a prolonged 
conflict between a crowd of sym- 
pathizers and the police. The police 
used their clubs and the sympathizers, 
many missiles that came to hand, In 
the meantime other sympathizers bar- 
ricaded the roads by felling trees and 
stringing barbed wire, Some tele- 
graph wires were cut. 

Later the men under arrest were 
arraigned In a local court on charges 
of illegal drilling and committed to 
the Sligo jail. Fhe rioting recurred 
during the removal to the jaf] and the 
police werg unable to queil It.
